On March 17 

Justice Minister, 
U.N.O. Delegate, 
Recently Returned 



Having as his audience the New- 
man Club at McGill and their 
friends, the Rt. Hon. Louis S. St. 
Laurent. K.C.. Minister of Justice 
of Canada, will give his first pub- 
lic address since his return from 
the UNO on Sunday. March 17. 
at the Convent of the Sacred Heart. 
This will be the final meeting of 
the Club for the present term. 

Called by Time, "No. 2 Man in 
the Dominion ... the man most 
likely to succeed Prime Minister 
King." Mr. St. Laurent headed 
Canada's five-man delegation at the 
General Assembly of the United 
Nations Organization, and was their 
stalwart representative at the 
U.N.C.I.O. last summer. 

St. Laurent has had a brilliant 
career ns one of Quebec's legal

ttiants. A polished bilinguist. he is 
a great exponent of English-French 
solidarity. Often he has appeared 
before the Privy Council and the 
Supreme Court of Canada for both 
Federal and Provincial Govern- 
ments in various constitutional 
cases. In 1941. as Mr. MacKcnzic 
King's choice to succeed Ernest Ln- 
pointc. St. Laurent took his initial 
step into politics as a Liberal. He 
was elected by a largo majority, 
and on December 10, was sworn 
of the Privy Council and appointed 
Minister of Justice and Attorney 
General of Canada. Recently he 
was honored In the King's Christ- 
mas List with the P.C.

Agnes Smedley 
To Speak on 
China Tuesday 

Democracy in 
China to be 
Subject of Talk 



Miss Agnes Smedley, author of 
"Battle Hymn of China", will speak 
on "Democracy in China" at an 
open meeting of the Student Labor 
Club, on. Tuesday, March 12 at 5.15 
p.m. in the McGill Union. 

Miss Smedley spent most of her 
childhcod in a coal mine region in 
Colorado, and a formal education 
was an unknown factor to her but 
later she studied at Berkeley, New 
York University, and at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin. 

At the age of sixteen, . Agnes 
Smedley set out in search of ad- 
venture. She took special courses 
in several colleges, and normal 
schrols and finally reached Danzig 
by way of a freighter. Eight years 
In Berlin, and then in 1929 she 
went to China as special correspon- 
dent for the Frankfurter Zeitung 
and continued in that capacity un- 
til Hitler came to power. From 
1938 to 1941 she was a special cor- 
respondent for the Manchester 
Guardian. 

With the Japanese invasion of 
China, Miss Smedley went to the 
front, and after the fall of Han- 
kow In 1938 she served as a field 
member of the Chinese Red Cross 
Medical Corp3 in the war zones. 
For twenty-two months at a stretch 
she lived and marched with the 
soldiers of China. She covered 
thousands of miles in the interior 
and saw embattled China as few 
of the white race have seen It. 

After many months in Chinese 
hospitals, brought on by malnutri- 
tion and malaria, Agnes Smedley 
returned to New York, and has 
since been living quietly, "relieved 
by lecturing and writing.

'Racial Discrimination' 
Is Topic Of Address 
By Winnipeg M.P. 

At an open meeting of the Mc- 
Gill Political Science Club to be 
held tomorrow ut 8.15 p.m. In the 
Union. Alistair Stewart, M.P.. will 
be the guest speaker. The subject 
of his address will be "Racial Dis- 
crimination in Canada and Citizen- 
ship in General." 

Students will remember that 
there was a story in the Daily ear- 
lier this year recording a speech 
Mr. Stewart made at a meeting at 
the University of Toronto. At that 
time he charged that racial discri- 
mination existed at McGill, Toron- 
to, and Manitoba, particularly In 
the medical and dental faculties. 
His statements received much pub* 
licity, with the result that the 
deans of the Toronto and Manitoba 
faculties mentioned, publicly de- 
nied his charges, inviting him to 
look through their records If he 
wished. 

Mr. Stewart is a graduate of the 
University of Edinburgh and is 
a chartcrd accountant by profes- 
sion. Prior to his election to the 
House of Commons, where he re- 
presents Winnipeg North, ho was 
a commentator on International 
Affairs for the CBC. Mr. Stewart's 
latest appointment brought him to 
Washington to testify before the 
Anglo-American Enquiry on Pales- 
tine. He advocated unlimited Im- 
migration into Palestine for tne 
Jews. 

, Mr. Stewart, according to one of 
the members of 'the executive, 
should, because of his varied past 
experience, deliver an Interesting 
and well-informed address. The ex- 
ecutive member also stressed the 
fact that this Is an open meeting 
and is open to the entire student 
body.

McGill Graduate Gives Account 
Of Rhodes Scholarship Selection 

Comprehensive Applications Enable Judges To Choose 
Successful Candidates After 
15 -Minute Interview

A glance at the qualifications ex- 
pected of Rhodes Scholarship ap- 
plicants makes the average student 
wonder who can fill all these re- 
quirements. How do the judges 
make the final decision form' the 
select handful, that survives, as it 
were, the semi-finals and what do 
these awards mean to their hold- 
ers? 

Being appointed a Rhodes scholar 
means a minimum of two years at 
Oxford University, financial cares 
removed by an annual stipend of 
$500. Normally only ten such schol- 
arships arc available to Canadians. 
As these awards were suspended 
during the war years, additional 
funds have accumulated and are be- 
ing used to furnish extra veterans' 
scholarships. 

Besides these "assets," determined 
more or less by accident of fate, 
the candidate must have high 
academic and a list of personal; 
qualities that is truly imposing. The 
final judges arc a group of former. 
Rhodes Scholars in England who 
seemingly have no means of knowj 
ing the men they interview person* 
ally. Mervin Weincr. a McGil) 
graduaie (Commerce '43) who has 
received one of the 20 awaxi.s 
offered to Canadians this year, ex- 
plained in an interview with 



Dally reporter, how this selection 
is made. 

• A complete academic record and 
routine Ihogra-hical Information is 
submitted on the application form, 
with this goes a brief sketch to 
Jneludc, as well as the student's 
plans for the future, an account of 
his ambitions, his work, and his 
leisure time interests in the past. 
Six names are included as refer- 
ences. These are not asked for let- 
ters of recommendation, but are 
contacted by the Rhodes Trustees 
as a means of acquiring a wealth 
of Information about the men they 
are to interview personally. 

Canada House In London last 
December was the scene of the 
final choice, made from 20 Cana- 
dian servicemen. Each man had a 
fifteen-minutes conversation with 
four Canadians, two of whom arc 
now professors at Oxford, and the 
Rt. Hon. Vincent Massey, Canadian 
High Commissioner. The discussion 
took place around an open fire, and 
no "spot" question, on general in- 
formation or on politics were ask- 
ed. The only thing, said Mervin 
Weincr, that was not designed to 
out those concerned at their ca;c 
was the fireplace.

% With edition number 99 of volume 35 The 
Daily ends its regular publication actvities for 
the session 1910-4(5. This first year of pence has 
been most eventful in many respects. Student 
activity has been lively in all extra-curricular 
fields, ranging from the recently revived inter- 
collegiate sports and intercollegiate debating to 
violent Students' Society meetings. These meet- 
ings have been devoted to many and varied 
subjects. The Japanese-Canadian question al- 
most provided the basis for a meeting which did 
not come off partly because of this paper's 
shortsighted editorial policy; this fault we have 
already admitted in previous articles. The 
Argentinian question and the suppression of 
civil liberties caused another meeting. The pro- 
blem arising out of the atomic bomb discovery 
were to be discussed at a Students' Society 
meeting, but a quorum failed to materialize. 
And finally three turbulent meetings were de- 
voted to the revision of the constitution of this 
University's student-government. It is clear that 
in this and in many other respects Ibis session 
has been a most active and interesting one. 

It is most unfortunate that the last of the 
Students! Society meeting» devoted to the con- 
stitution marked the appearance on this campus 
of the now famous "little cards". These cards 
were distributed during the day of the above- 
mentioned meeting, and bore the odious words: 
"Who is running this campus, the LPP or the 
Students' Council?" Such an obvious nltempt 
of political rabble-rousing was tlisguisting, to 
say the least. We arc not going to waste the 
readers' and our own time by using the old 
harangue about just having fought a war,- and 
so on; but isn't it true? Hnvc we not screamed 
loudly during the last six years that we, the 
democratic people of this world, do not like I ho 
Goebbelses and the Himmlcrs? Wc believe that 
it is mast deplorable that no action was taken 
by the Students' Council to stop this disgrace- 
ful conduct then and there. Had such a leaflet 
campaign been started by the LPP inslcnd of 
by a group opposed to that faction, n great 
hue-and-cry would have been started at once. 

We arc no supporters of any political party 
n the editorial columns of this paper. Wc have 
%oi\c out of our way to be fair to.all factions nt 
all times. But the time has comn'to realize that 
while, wc . have been fair, most political clubs 
have been unfair. It is necessary that students 
should be interested in politics;* but it is most 
unnecessary that by interesting themselves in 
politics they should become a group of small- 
minded seekers of political power. . 

As if the performance at the recent Students 1 ' 
Society meeting wns not enough, the local 
Goebbelses, whoever they may be, topped off 
their record of shameful behaviour by publish- 
ing another set of cards, this time slandering a 
candidate for the- highest student office at the 
recent election. Wc use the term slander, be- 
cause in the eyes of most students here to be a 
member of a certain political party is equal to 
being a murderer. Thus, through n disgusting 
and sly piece of propaganda, the perpetrator of 
this recent deed pictured this candidate in an 
entirely fallacious light. The candidate in ques- 
tion lost the election. Whether he would hnve 
won but for the cards is another problem, and 
docs not concern us here. The fact is, however, 
that such a low and undignified trick was used 
in an attempt to bins the opinions of McGill'a 
electors. Wc arc glad to find Hint the Council 
has finally decided to take action.

Spanish Program 

An all Spanish program that will give examples 
of Spanish culture in both the old world and the 
new will be presented by the Spanish Department 
Thursday, March 28, in Moytc Hall. From Argentina 
in the New World comes "El Senor Maestro", a three 
act drama by Jose Berutli, contemporary author and 
one of the leading exponents of intcr-Amcrlcan co- 
operation. From old Spain comes a traditional Basque 
dance and several folk songs, which arc accompanied 
by two guitars. McGIll Students have written two 
original skits for this program. "Los Ojos Verdes" 
(Green Eyes) Is a murder mystery by Lya Popper. 
The other original skit is called "Los Cafes". This skit 
was written by Alex MacKcnzlc and Senor Rojo, and 
is a farce featuring a "Carmen Miranda" dance. 

The play "El Senor Maestro" is of particular topi- 
cal interest because of its Argentine setting and its 
story of successful resistance to tyranny. El Senor 
Maestro is an -old schoolmaster something like the 
famous Mr. Chips, but unlike Mr. Chips, his efforts 
to teach arc opposed by the local political boss or 
"Caudlllo", who is an excellent example of S ruth- 
less and ignorant man in a position of authority. The 
author of the play has been an inspector of schools 
in Argentina, and therefore knows what he is writ- 
ing about, and the two principals in the play have 
good reason to know what tyranny means. Leon 
Davicho is cast in the role of the Maestro, while Eva 
Dollfuss will have the main female lead as Filoména, 
the Macstro's faithful old retainer, who tries to hide 
her heart of gold in a shell of cynicism. Plrlcho, the 
peasant youth who will not submit to persecution, 
and who has to flee to escape the wrath of the 
Caudlllo, is played by Arthur Petcrkln. He, and his 
sweetheart Jcsusa, played by Jonctte Ripley, supply 
much of the comedy as well as the love Interest In 
the play.

An apron stage, 12 feet deep and 30 feet 'long, 
will be added to the stage at Victoria Hall for Can- 
adian Art Theatre's production of "He Who Gets 
Slapped" on March 19, 20.

In a recent edition the Dally pub- 
lished a political comment on "So- 
viet Espionage" which we consider 
to be an article contrary to demo- 
cratic principles the world over. 
It may have been that Mr. James 
Friedman was endeavouring to be 

sarcastic on Uiis topic. If so, his 
Irony failed to register as such 
on the student body. We find It Im- 
possible to Imagine n member of 
McGill University and a citizen of 
the Dominion of Canada entertain- 
ing the thoughts expressed in this 
comment. To quote Mr. Friedman: 
"In Canada, and more particularly 
In the U.S., -the scientists referred 
to arc often refugees, and mem- 
bers of inferior races. They have 
been given temporary haven through 
our generosity. But wc cannot tol- 
erate them any longer. They stand 
condemned on three counts. They 
are radicals, many of them arc 
refugees and members of Inferior 
races. In our fair land wc already 
have too many of each variety. Wc 
would be well rid of them." 

Has our country not fought tor 
five years against a power who con 
sldered themselves to be a superior 
nation? Thousands of Canadian 
lives have been spent in preserv- 
ing an equality among men and yet, 
in our very midst, wo find an ad- 
vocate of opposite belief. 

Mr. Friedman apparently docs 
not appreciate the consequences 
that would follow a deportation of 
all radicals and of all scientists 
belonging to "an inferior race". 
These scientists have served Can- 
ada faithfully for many years. 



They have helped to place our 
country In its present position of 
esteem by developing our Indus- 
trial concerns to a point of high 
efficiency. Perhaps Mr. Friedman 
thinks the United States would do 
well in ousting, for example, Mr. 
Einstein! 

We believe that our government 
Is fully justified in its action 
against the Soviet espionage ring, 
but the deportation suggested by 
Mr. Friedman would constitute a 
breach of all civilized ideals. It 
would further accentuate mutual 
distrust among nations and serious- 
ly deplete Canada's number of 
skilled professional men. 

To quote Mr. Friedman again, "It 
Is also suggested that all literature, 
scientific and otherwise written by 
these scientists be destroyed. It is 
probably the hiding place for in- 
sidious propaganda." We have yet 
to read a scientific paper that con- 
tains any reference to radical ideas 
pertaining to politics. Science deals 
with physical phenomena and not 
with government. Would Canada 
benefit from n mass incineration of 
articles dealing with chemical pro- 
cesses and intricate surgical pro- 
cedures developed by Russians and 
now used extensively? 

In concluding, then, wc would 
like to make it clear once more 
that the foreign agents in Canada 
arc indeed a serious problem. But 
It is not advisable to associate 
these people, who have betrayed 
their country, with upright Canadi- 
an citizens. The latter have done 
a good job and will probably con- 
tinue to do a good job If not dis- 
criminated against by men with 
grossly distorted conceptions of 
justice.

Other Undertakings 
Limit Constructions 
In Memory of Fallen

The argument going on about 
the campus concerning the merits 
of a rink-auditorium as a War 
Memorial in comparison with other 
buildings, such as Increased library 
facilities or more ipb space, hns 
prompted your reporter to do a 
little snooping. Dr. James has an- 
nounced the University's plan to 
construct several additions to 
buildings as soon as materials and 
labor arc available. 

Even now committees arc hard 
at work on plans for an enlarge- 
ment of the Rcdpath Library, a 
new wing for Victoria and Doug- 
las Halls, and substantial enlarge- 
ment of the Engineering Building.

The graduates have 
decided that a completion of the 
physical education unit on Pine 
Avenue will be a living memorial 
to the men who gave their lives 
In the two Great Wars. 

The manifold uses of the rink- 
auditorium have been cited many 
times. There Is no doubt that it 
will have a marked influence on 
McGlll's athletic record; and no 
one doubts that athletics play an 
Important part In education. 

Therefore, the Job before us is 
obvious. It Is to support the cam, 
paign to the fullest possible cx> 
tent, to encourage the graduates 
to finish the project next month.
